Jim Lewis is a freelance trumpet player, improviser, composer/arranger and currently an Assistant Professor, Teaching 
Stream, at the University of Toronto. Lewis holds a Master’s degree in Performance (Concentration in Jazz) from the 
University of Louisville and is the Musical Director of the Ottawa Jazz Festival’s annual ‘Youth Jazz Summit,’ and the 
‘Stingray Rising Stars.’ He has adjudicated festivals and presented workshops across Canada and in the United 
States. In 2015 Lewis was nominated for a Juno Award for his trio work with Andrew Downing and David Occhipinti 
{Bristles). In 2014, he was featured at the FONT (Festival of New Trumpet Music) Canada Festival in Montreal. Jim 
Lewis can be heard in clubs in the Toronto area, and across the country as both leader and sideman with many of 
Canada’s most creative jazz musicians and improvisers.

An active educator, Christine Duncan has been teaching in the jazz 
programs at Humber College and the University of Toronto since 2003.
